VOTING SEEN 


IN ONTARIO 


Electors Handicapped By 
Bad Roads In Some 


Sections Of Dominion 


By The Canadian Press 

Dominion election day shone 
bright and clear throughout most 
of Canada today but one of the 
lightest rural votes in years was 
expected in parts of Ontario and 
Quebec. 

The snow problem was deepest 
in the Laurentian area of Quebec 
and the southern part of Ontario 
Huge ploughs made progress in 
some districts but in many cases 
county and sideroads were blocked 
completely in drifts as high as 10 
feet, 

In western Canada, northern Al- 
berta roads were deep in snow, but 
other districts enjoyed open roads 
and clear weather. Flowers bloom- 
ed under spring rains in British 
Columbia. 


TRAFFIC AT STANDSTILL 

Many highways and secondary 
roads remained blocked in the 
Laurentian area following a severe 
week-end storm. Except for main 
highways motor traffic was at a 
standstill. glib iii 

Only a few Yural roads in eastern 
Ontario allowed traffic of any kind. 

Northern Ontario roads were 
open to traffic and under a clear 
sky voting was expected 
heavy. 

SIGN OF SPRING 

On the other hand, the first sign 
of spring weather showed in the 
Montreal district. A light breeze 
added to the spring-like tempera- 
tures. 

The maritime provinces were not 
affected so badly by the weather as 
other parts of the east. Annapolis 
Valley roads were blocked in Nova 


Scotia, while in Prince Edward 
Island the weather was fair and 
cold. 


WEEK PASSES 
WITHOUT LOSS 
BRITISH SHIP 


LONDON, March 26.—The Ad- 
miralty announced today, that for 
the first time since the outbreak of 


war last September, a week had 
passed without the loss of a single 
British or French merchant ship. 

Fight neutral vessels, including 
six of Danish registry, were sunk in 
the week which ended Sunday at 
midnight; the Admiralty reported, 
observing that Germany's efforts 
apparently had been concentrated 
upon unarmed neutrals, 

None of the ships sunk 
tonvoy, it said.

8—Prohibit export of-secret mil* 
itary equipment used on American 
fighting planes, 

4—Enable.the Allies to reveal to 
American authorities characteristics | 
and performance of the planes so | 
that later planes may be improved, 

5—Forbid assembly or manufac- 
ture of such planes abroad so that 
American industry will get the full 
benefit of foreign orders. 

The policy, which has caused a 
controversy over how far the Unit- 
ed States should go in assisting the 
Allies, was described as “winning 
the approval of al] concerned.” It 
was shaped to carry out President 
Roosevelt's statement last week that 
no military secrets will be disclosed 
by selling new types of planes 
abroad, and that large foreign 
orders will bolster domestic manu- 
facturing channels for the benefit 
of national defense,

Rt. Hon. M. J. Savage Was 
68 Years Of 
Age 

WELLINGTON, March 26.—Rt. 

Hon. Michael J. Savage, prime 
minister of New Zealand since 
1935, died today. He was 68 years 
old, Mr. Savage had been ill since 
undergoing an abdominal opera- 
tion last August. 

A native of Australie-who came to 
New Zealand in 1907, Mr. Savage 
succeeded Harry Holland as leader 
of the Dominion Labor Party in 
1933 and two years later led the 
party to victory at the polls to give 
New Zealand her first Labor gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Savage represented the dom- | 
inion at the Coronation in 1937 and 
at the Imperial Conference that fol- 
lowed, 

He was a member of the New 
Zealand parliament for Auckland 
West for more than 25 years. He 
was a bachelor. | 

Under Mr. Savage the Labor 
government effected a sweeping 
program which raised _ basic 
wages, increased unemployment | 
relief allowances, introduced the | 
40-hour five-day week to indus- 
try and brought the New Zealand 
reserve bank under government 
control, 


He found time for participation in|}, 


foreign affairs, actively advocating 
that the League of Nations have 
stronger punitive and coercive pow- 
ers after its application of sanc- 
tions failed to halt Italy’s invasion 
of Ethiopia, 

In his youth, Mr. Savage worked 
on a sheep ranch, was a miner and

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‘NAZI TROOPS 
MOVE CLOSER 
TO HOLLAND 


German Motorized Units 
Now Within 15 Miles 
Of Dutch Border 


By GERAUD JOUVE

AMSTERDAM, March 26—Re- 
ports reaching here last night said 
that German motorized troops, 
kept between 30 and 40 miles from 
the Netherlands frontier since 70 
Reich divisions were said to have 
moved into the area Jast January, 
have been shifted suddenly to 
within 15 miles of Holland. 

The reports said also that mem- 
bers of Adolf Hitler's personal elite 
guards have been seen in the sector 
facing the Dutch city of Arnheim, 
where strong reinforcements have 
been noticed during the last two 
weeks. 

Col. General Blaskowitz, who fig- 
ured prominently in the Nazi Polish 
campaign, was said to be at the 
Rheede Chateau, near Stadtlohn, in 
Westphalia, 15 miles from the spot 
where the Rhine cuts through Dutch 
territory. 

Increased espionage activities 
were reported throughout the 
lewland countries and Belgians 
and Netherlands living in the bor- 
der areas have found it almost im- 
possible to cross into Germany. 

Observers attached importance to 
German complaints voiced recently 
that British and French planes were 
violating Netherlands neutrality. 
These complaints, observers said, 
could be the prelude to German ine 
tervention in the lowlands, 

While the lowlands are still jit- 
tery, following the invasion scares 
earlier in the year, military experts 
claim that strengthened Belgian and 
Dutch defences would make a Ger- 
man advance extremely hazardous.

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Time to Look Ahead 


Hon. J. G- Gardiner advises western 
farmers to take advantage of the better 
demand and better prices in war-time to 
consolidate their positions, rather than to 
increase their holdings, expand their 
operations—and pile up debts. 

If this is good advice for farmers, it is 
equally good for others. The businessman 
who has been worrying for years because 
his enterprise was shaky will find in 
brisker trade an opportunity to stabilize 
his position also. More regular employ- 
ment and perhaps higher wages will give 
the fore-sighted wage-earner a chance to 
re-establish himself. 

This war is not going to last forever, 
and when it ends there must be a sharp 
reaction a8 war’ industries are closed 
down, men return everywhere to peace- 
ful industry, and the flow of Government 
money is shut off. A subsidence follows 
every upheaval of the kind. The war years 
are the time prudent people must think of 
after-war conditions and prepare to meet 
them, 

When the former war ended, peace 
found farmers, manufacturers and trad- 
ers in thousands of cases “‘out on a limb” 
of over-extended credit. The objective 
this time should be to clear off debts and 
pile up some cash reserves against the 
day when the exigencies of war will cease 
to stimulate production, trade and employ- 
ment.

One at a Time Is Enough 


However politicians may feel about it, 
there is not much room for doubt as to 
what the average voter thinks about hav- 
ing two election campaigns sprung on him 
at the same time. One experience of the | 
kind is enough, and it is to be hoped the 
experiment will not be repeated. 

An election is not a pastime or a casual 
event in which the voter goes through 
certain motions in a perfunctory way and 
merely because the law so requires. To 
poll his vote is the one and only opportun- 
ity the elector has to take a hand in the 
business of governing himself. When he 
has done that his actual contro! over the 
making of laws, the choosing of adminis- 
trators, and the shaping of conditions | 
under which he must live is ended. His 
power has then been handed over to repre- 
sentatives and will be exercised by them 
until another election is due 

Democracy actually functions only on 
election day. On that day, and that day 
only, the voter holds authority. Between | 
elections he is subject to the authority he | 
has delegated to his representatives, and 
must stand the consequences if he has 
made a bad choice or if his confidence is 
betrayed by them. 

In fairness the voter should not be 
called upon to divide his attention at elec- 
tion time between two sets of issues and 
two sets of candidates running for two al- | 
together different bodies of law-makers 
and policy-makers. He is entitled to a 
free and full opportunity to attend to one 
duty at a time.

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Back to Normal 


Whatever the composition of Al-| 
berta’s new legislature will be found to 
be when the recounting of ballots and 
counting of second choices have been com- 
pleted, it was apparent from the outset 
that the popular vote polled on Thursday 
in no sense resembled the “landslide’ of 
1935, 

The morning after the 1935 election it 
was definitely known that the Social Cre- 
dit forces had swept the province and 
would hold all but a half-dozen seats in 
the legislature. Outside the cities they 
had rolled up majorities in nearly every 
riding which obviated any need of second 
counts, 

All that was known last Friday after- 
noon was that 15 Government supporters 
had been elected and 7 opposition mem- 
bers. Even on Monday morning the posi- 
tion was 20 Government members elected 
to 14 opposition members, with 23 seats 
still in doubt. Narrow majorities made it | 
necessary to count second choices in 25 
constituenties, 

This prolonged uncertainty as to the | 
outcome was the direct result of a less de- | 
cisive popular .vote Where majorities 
running into thousands five years ago 
were common, majorities on Thursday 
were numbered in hundreds, in tens, and | 
in units, Hence the necessity to go over | 


the ballots again in many ridings and take 
the second choices into account, and the 
call for a recount in some where the re- 
sults were very close. 

In 1935 the Social Credit candidates re- 
ceived 163,700 votes, 54.2 per cent of the 
total vote cast. On Thursday, according 
to unofficial figures, Government candi- 
dates received 45 per cent of the votes 
cast, while the Independent group alone 
received 46.9 per cent, and other groups 
8.1 per cent. If the latter figures are cor- 
rect the percentage positions were com- 
pletely reversed, and 55 per cent of the 
total votes were polled for opposition 
candidates. 

It is evident the “wave” of 1935 has 
subsided, and public opinion in the aggre- 
gate has swung back to something nearer 
normal. Not for many years has the pop- 
ular vote been so evenly balanced, 


14,726 New Houses 


During February 262 loans were made 
under the Dominion Housing Act. Those 
obtaining them planned to provide accom- 
modation for 546 families. The total 
amount of the loans was $1,421,519. Many 
of these new houses were obviously in- 
tended to house more than one family. 

The figures for February of last year 
were 107 loans, to provide 249 family 
dwellings, and amounting to $763,364. 
The increase for February of this year 
was 145°¢ in the number of loans made, 
119°% in the numbers of families supplied 
with living quarters, and 86° ‘in the 
amount of loans. 

Quite clearly the Housing scheme is 
gathering momentum in the eight pro- 
vinces in which people are able to make 
use of the assistance it offers in the build- 
ing of new homes. 

It is notable that during February 
289 applications were submitted seeking 
Joans with which to build single-family 
houses, for which the limit is $4,000 each. 
In February last year 184 applications 
were made in respect of single-family pro- 
jects. During the month this year there 
were applications for 54 ninety per cent 
loans, for which the maximum is $2,250 
per house. In February, 1939, the number 
was 12. 

Notice was given some time ago that 
after Dec. 31, no further applications 
would be considered for loans exceeding 
$4,000 each or intended to finance the 
building of two-family or multiple-family 
houses. This no doubt had much to do 
with the sharp increase in applications for 
Single-family houses. The change in the 
regulations did not put a damper on house- 
building; it stimulated the building of one- 
family houses instead of apartment 
buildings. 

At the end of February, Housing Act 
loans totalled $51,599,884, divided accord- 
ing to provinces as follows:

At the average of five persons to the 
family, new living quarters have thus 
been provided under the Housing scheme 
for some 70,000 people. As private loans 
have not been obtainable in Alberta to 
Supplement the Government loans, no 
houses have been built in this province 
under the Housing scheme. While grow- 
ing steadily in population, Alberta is fall- 
ing behind the other provinces in the 
matter of new housing.

Age and Pensions 


This is the day of taking stock, although, on 
the face of things, it may not appear so. One of 
the major problems affecting the human race is 
the increase of the life span, which in itself 


should be hailed as a triumph of medical science, 
but which in many cases, under present econ- 
omic conditions is a tragic advance into a no- 
man’s land of dependence and even misery. 

It is computed that 84 Canadians in every 
1,000 are sixty years or over. In the United 
States there is an estimate that within thirty 
years there will be approximately 21 million 
people past their 65th birthday. To meet the 
needs of the increasing company of people liv- 
ing longer than before, Canada has an old-age 
pension scheme, which at its best, can be con- 
sidered only as a stop-gap. With the rapid 
lengthening of life span, the question of pro- 
vision for age is rapidly assuming a position of 
great importance in the country, if for nothing 
else, but its relation to finding work for those 
who are now entering the labor field. 

Unemployment insurance with pensions re- 
moved from the so-called charity field, and 
established as the inalienable right of every man 
and woman reaching old age, is one of the press- 
ing problems of our time. With its solution will 
come the solution of a great deal of unemploy- 
ment worries, so far as the younger generation 
is concerned. Financial appropriations for its 
Operation must not be allowed to stand in the 
way. Neither must the scheme be a provincial 
one. Unless there is unaniminity and uniform- 
ity throughout Canada on the subject it were 
better left alone—Vancouver Sun, 


The U.S. Objective 

What could the United States seek and con- 
tribute if it were decided (1) that the position 
abroad was appropriate to our intervention in 
behalf of peace without victory, and (2) that 
such intervention would be wise? Our contribu- 
tion would seem to be insistence upon the free- 
ing of world trade and the provision, through 
some development of Mr. Cordell Hull's pro- 
gram, of a workable plan to correct fundamental 
economic ills. This would almost have to be 
America’s long-range objective in any use of its 
influence to bring about a negotiated peace. It 
also might well furnish the framework within 
which political as well as economic accommo- 
dations could be made. Clearly so large a subject 
has many aspects and must be considered from 
many points of view. There is no immediate 
reason to believe that it is more than a matter 
for cautious exploration. But in view of its im- 
portance it should be explored thoroughly. 
—Baltimore Sun, 


The Nazi Hoax 


Of all the definitions of the war aims of the 
Allies, that given yesterday by Lord Halifax 
deserves special emphasis. , 

“It is no part of our purpose to destroy 
Germany or to seek a vindictive peace,” Halifax 
told the House of Lords, “but to see liberty, so 
far as we could achieve it, restored to people 
deprived of it. Above all, we seek security for 
the world.” 

Britain and France have given the only pos- 
sible, the only expected, answer to the prepos- 
terous set of demands purporting to be Ger- 
many’s peace terms. 

Some of them are: Return of German col- 
onies, a small puppet Polish state, a puppet tri- 
partite state of the Czechs, Slovaks and Hun- 
garians under the wing of Germany, disarma- 
ment by land, sea and air. In return for Italian 
support Hitler would promise Mussolini con- 
cessions in the Mediterranean and the Suez 
Canal. It is to the credit of Rome's common sense 
that Italy has disassociated itself from any such 
outlandish and impudent proposals, 

Germany has demonstrated to the world her 
brutal unfitness to hold colonies; that is why 
she lost them and will not get them back, In 
any case the demand is only camouflage, for the 
colonies when she did have them cost more to 
administer than they ever brought in trade. 
Hitler's real dream of power is to expand out- 
ward through Europe, sealing up his borders 
with subjugated neutrals as he goes, and swal- 
lowing up those neutrals one after the other. 

When it came Italy's turn she, too, would be 
engulfed with the same savagery that fell to 
the lot of other states. 

Germany has a profound and inherent stu- 
pidity about British and French psychology, She 
has proved that time and again, under Prussian- 
ism as under Nazism.

The patient with cancer has the 
best chance of being helped by con- 
sulting his physician while the dis- 
ease is still in its early stages. 

Because of the very important 
time factor in the situation, I strong- 
ly advise that any person who sus- 
pects he may be developing cancer, 
go to a physician immediately and 
request an examination, 

Some of the symptoms which sug- 
gest a possible cancer and which 
should be investigated are as follows: 
First, the appearance of any sore 
which refuses to heal, on the skin, 
in the mouth, on the lip or in the 
tongue. Or, the appearance of any 
unusual lump under the skin, or the 
growth of a mole or wart or wen, It 
a wart or mole becomes tender, 
changes its appearance, or begins 
to grow, investigate. 


Second: Discomfort after eating. | 
Indigestion, especially in those past" 


the age of forty, merits investiga- 
tion. Pain after meals, excessive gas, 
loss of the ability to digest meat, 
underweight, and similar symptoms 
do not necessarily indicate cance; 
of the stomach, but they do indicate | 
a need for examination. 

Third: The appearance of a lump 
in the breast, or discharge from the 
breast. 

Fourth: In women, itregular loss 
of blood from the uterus, or dis- 
charge. 

These symptoms are not invari- | 
able sign of cancer, but as they may | 
mean a cancerous condition it is 
safest to seek professional help 
when they appear. 

Cancer cells which band together 
to form a tumor seem to be differ- 
ent from normal healthy cells main- | 
ly because there is no control of | 


cells, or cells which ere unchecked, 
push their way among the normal 
cells nearby, and thus impede the 
work of cells having a useful funce 
tion in the body. 

One of the questions very free 
quently dealt with in the letters I 
receive from people asking about 


| cancer is the question as to whether 


cancer is inherited. Those having 
had parents who died of the dis- 
order naturally worry to some ex- 
tent about whether they will inherit 
it. As a general rule, it seems true 
that cancer is not transmitted from 
the parent to the children; however, 
for the sake of safety I suggest that 
whenever there is a family history 


| of cancer, it is wise to be especially 


vigilant. 

I suggest that my newspaper read- 
ers who wish further information 
write to “The American Society for 
the Control of Cancer,” asking for 
a very interesting booklet ‘called:

| election— rectifying an error proved 
a laborious task. But all errors were | 


found and corrected 


An added difficulty was en- 
countered this year, in that, 
through an amendment to the 
Election Act the ballots were 
“staggered”. Thus each 100 ballots 
started with the name of a differ- 
ent candidate and then went 
through the list in alphabetical 
order, This made checking and re- 
checking more difficult as special 
care had to be taken to determine 
that names and numbers balanc-. 
ed. When all ballots are alike, it 
is easy to run down so many from 
the top or place one ballot beside 
another to locate a man’s name. 
But this system where on one 
ballot being counted a man might 
be at the top and in the next at 
the bottom or anywhere in be- 
ween, the task was made more 
difficult, 

The counters all worked through 
the first night and thereafter in re- 
lays, the count as a whole going un- 
interruptedly with the exception of 
meal hours,

The smoking ruins above are all that remain of the five-roomed 
home of Mrs. R. Blaine at 14502 Stony Plain Road, after a mysterious 
explosion followed by fire which occurred about 9:45 a.m. Tuesday 
had demolished it and sent Mrs. Blaine and her two infant sons to 
hospital. Her sister, Miss V. Landers, who lived with them, had left 
the home shortly before the explosion to act as a scrutineer at the 
polling booth in MacDougall’s Grocery Store at the corner of 142 
street and Stony Plain Road. The blast was head for blocks around 
and shattered window panes in the home of T. A. Morrison, 14503 
Stony Plain Road, directly across the street 

Mrs. Blaine, and her youngest son, Ray, 4, ran from the blazing 
debris of their home. Ralph, 8, who was sick in bed with chicken-pox, 
was pinned under his bed when the roof fell.in. He was rescued by 
Robert A. Smith, of 10147 145 street, who works nights. He was just 
going to bed when the explosion occurred and rushed across the street 
in his pyjamas. Smith was aided by R. Forwick, 9803 74 avenue, 
Gus Arndt, 11818 67 street, and George Young, foreman of a city water- 
works department gang, who lifted the roof. Arndt pulled the lad out 
from under the bed. 

Rushed to the Royal Alexandra Hospital in Jack Hays’ and Star 
ambulances, the three injured persons were found to have escaped 
serious injury. Mrs. Blaine suf- . 
fered from a cut across her back 
and arm and severe shock. Roy 
suffered from burns about the 
face head and hands, which were 
painful but not serious. While 
Ralph's only trouble seemed to be 
his chicken-pox and a few minor 
scratches and bruises,
